Meet With Public Accord

WASHINGTON, Dec, 26.--Broadway theatrical producers may have 
their own ideas of the measurements for the gloritied girl, but Uncle Sam 
has given the stamp of approval on certain sizes which will, to say the 
least, impress the public, 

These sizes have been issued by the Bureau of Standards in the 
course of studics on standardization for dress patterns, They were pre- 
pared by a conference of representative manufacturers and merchants 

The “standard lady” or “thirty-four” should have bust of that 
measurement, 28-inch waist and 37-inch hips, the third dimension taken 
seven inches below the waist line, 

The famed “perfect thirty-six” of bygone days, which lost its appeal 
to the slender boyish type, should have a 31-inch waist and 30-inch hips, 
according to Uncle Sam, 

Other sizes ranging from a 38 to 50-in, bust, with waist ranging from 
32 to 44 inches aud hips from 41 to 56 inches, were listed as standard 

Tn cases of “misses” the standards start with 14, A 32-inch bust, 
27-inch waist and 36-inch hips are essential to be in this rating 

The ever-popular sixteen-year-old has a bust of 34 inches, waist of 28 
inches and hips of 87 inches; the 18 size 36, 30 and 39 inches, and the 20 
has 38, 32 and 41 inches

The Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments are to co-operate in building a ser- 
viceable road across Smith portage. That 
should have been done many years ago. 
In wet seasons the portage has been the 
weakest link in the whole chain of 
northern waterway communication. With 
the new development that is taking place 
in the north country, the traffic over that 
route will be multiplied, and the urgency 
of making the portage passable in all 
weather is correspondingly greater. 


GOOD REASON FOR LIMITATION 


The United States loaned fifteen allied 
countries $9,862,316,812, with which to 


carry on the war. They are to repay $22,- 
206,275,638 over a period of 62 years. 


Something like $800,000,000 a year for 
that period will thus pour into the trea- 
sury at Washington from the pockets of 
oversea taxpayers. 

These figures ought to help convince 
Europe of the urgency of modifying its 
naval programs. Before the people of 
that continent start to build warships for 
themselves, they must every year supply 
the United States with the money to build 
a fleet of ten battleships. There doesn’t 
appear to be much chance in that situation 
for real rivalry in navy-building. 


LET THE SPIRIT LINGER 


Christmas is past. How about the 
good will and neighborliness which have 
prevailed in so marked a degree during 
the last week or so? Is this sentiment 
to subside and humanity go back to the 
hard rule of every man for himself? If 
so, what is the permanent gain in staging 
this annual carnival of friendliness and 
generosity? 

Life is pleasanter in the Christmas 
season than at other times. It is 
pleasanter in proportion as one gives, not 
as he gets. The moral is plain. The way 
to be happy is to make others so. It is 
actually better to give than to receive; 
Christmas proves it. Why throw away 
the recipe for happiness just because 
Christmas has gone? 


It turns out that the “Canadian” 
schooner “I’m Alone” was half owned by 
an American boot-legger. It is just as 
well that Ottawa did not get as excited 
about the sinking of that peculiar craft 
as some newspapers wanted it to. The 
Dominion Government would look odd at 
this juncture apologising to Washington 
for having championed the claim of a 
United States law-breaker against his 
own country. 

As the matter has been dealt with, the 
Canadian owner, or alleged owner, of the 
other half-interest in the boat will have 
his claim settled by arbitration. + What 
happens to his American partner in 
the smuggling business is something with 
which Canada has no concern. The inter- 
national partnership was probably ar- 
ranged iii order to compromise action by 
either country against the vessel. There 
is a fair prospect that in the outcome the 
American partner will get nothing and the 
Canadian little more. 


TIME TO EASE OFF 


It is to be hoped that the present in- 
terest in unemployment will not die out 
and be forgotten when spring comes. 
Should that occur, next winter will prob- 
ably bring another situation similar to 
the present one, to Edmonton and other 
‘arge centres of population. To a very 
‘arge degree the existence of a surplus of 
‘abor at present is due to the fact that a 
airly active immigration policy has been 
‘arried on for several years past. Be- 
‘ause of this, the number of hands re- 
‘ulring employment is now in excess of 
‘he normal demand. That condition will

‘ight itself if given the opportunity. But 
t will not be righted if there is a renewal 
next spring of the demand that more ship- 
loads of people be brought over and 
dumped into a market that is already over- 
supplied with labor. 

What is obviously needed is “a holi- 
day’ in immigration effort during the 
coming Season, If that course is taken, 
the processes of development will create 
new opportunities for employment, and 
the present surplus of workers will be ab- 
sorbed into productive industry of one 
l. 


kind and another. The end of the sum- 
mer should in that event see the balance 
restored, and unemployment a much less 
engrossing problem a year hence than it 
is now. But should we go on cheerfully 
inviting people to come here in tens of 
thousands next spring, a recurrence of the 
present situation must almost certainly be 
looked for. There is a limit to the rate at 
which, even in Canada, development can 
create new opportunities for employment. 
That is a fact which this winter’s unem- 
ployment difficulties should fix clearly 
and permanently in the public mind,

We all have 
special abilities and disabilities, are 
not equally good or bad in all things. 
But taken in large groups, persons 
markedly superior in some respects 
are decidedly above average in many 
respects, As a fact we all know it, 
A pupil near the head of his class 
brings home high grades tn almost 
every study—not equally high tn all, 
but rarely very low in any.

ert S. Brownell, of Providence, R.1., 
was one of the first of the “three- 
months” men to enlist, He could not 
have done differently with Kady

A Pennsylvania soldier boy, hurrying 
past, seized her by the hand,

Cynic Women Will 
lorget About “Rights”

MONTREAL, Dec, 26—Feminism 
is one of the problems Quebec has to 
grapple with at the present time,” de- 
clared Pierre Beullac, K.C., speaking 
at meeting of the Junior Bar as- 
sociation, “It is an outgrowth of the 
wgrld war, During that troubled per- 
lod women volunteered their services, 


worked side by side with men, and 

took a most active part in the life 
of the nation

The province of Quebec is essen- 


tially traditionalist, not easily swayed 
by new ventures Feminism is wel 
comed by some and deplored by many 
The champions of that movement are 


enlisting new support from day to 
day, Women have developed in their 
own ranks cloquent leaders, Their} 
repeated demands have found an echo 
in the press, in parliament and the 
homes, The question is now whether 
or not you are a feminist "Am 1 
one?” was the enigmatic query of the 
speaker 

In order to present women's cases 


clearly, the lecturer summed up their 
claims as follows; (1) The betterment 
of the conditions of workingwomen, 
by way of limitation of working hours; 
equal pay for equal work, promotion 
on merit; (2) access to the liberal 
professions on the same e¢xamina- 
tions as men; (3) granting of feminine 
suffrage for the provincial as well as 
the federal house; (4) complete re- 
cognition of civil rights, that js, as 
near #8 possible, equality before the 
law, ‘There is a wide range of di- 
vergence of opinion of a problem of 
this imporiance, The pessimist ts of 
the opinion that if women be granted 
all they ask for, they will turn down 
matrimony that would mean the ul- 
timate desertion of the home, The 
optimist sees no harm and should 
conditions turn for the worse, it will 
always be possible to come back to 
the old order of things. The phil- 
osopher states that women have so 
many means to avenge themselves 
that it is just as well to grant them 
at once what they want, The cynic 
claims that should women receive all 
they are asking, 
rights, they will be 
forget about it

Prussic acid was the most-used of 
poisons in the third century, among 
the Romans at least. The famous ex- 
ample of such polsoning was the mur- 
der of Tiberius, the Romen knight 
Among them hemlock and aconitum 
were favorites, The story of Socrates 
and the hemlock is well-known, The 
first mentioned poison was kept on 
hand by the state officials for execu- 
tions and suicides, That, @f course, 
was in a day when suicide was looked 
upon as an honorable thing under cer- 
tain circumstances, not a crime 

Precious stones, taken internally and 
externally, have been regarded as ex- 
cellent antidotes, The physicians of 
Egypt in the twelfth century, B.C., re- 
garded the emeraid us a remedy for 
snake bites These precious stones 
were either worn as amulets, or taken 
internally as powdered wine It is 
curious to note that an engraved mon- 
ogram on the stone was a great help 
in the healing efficacy of the stone 

The vizor, a Persian stone, taken 
from the inner organism of a Persian 
goat or an ape, has always been re- 
garded as having excellent medicinal 
qualities, Even as late as 1714, A.D., 
a London druggist claims‘to have sold 
five hundred pounds of powder from 
the vigor stone, at £3 an ounce, TAte 
tle more than a hundred years ago the 
Shah of Persia sent three vizor stones 
to Napoleon Bonaparte, not as a sou- 
venir, but for their medicinal qual- 
ities, 

Kings Most Interested 
ancient and medaeival times, 
royalty were the most frequently 
poisoned, and as @ Navural conse. 
quence, it is among royalty that we 
find those most interested in finding 
antidotes for poisons Most notable 
of such examples is King Mithridates 
of Pontus, Under his supervision, 
Andromachus discovered an antidote 
which was a universal panacea, and 
which contained forty-eight ingredi- 
ents, This antidote was in use cone

of husbands who had become annoy- 
ing. In 1029 @ similar affair occurred, 
afler a group of mid-wives of buda- 
pest had killed over sixty persons by 
poisoning.

Chairman Knott Makes a| 
Long Statement Explain- 


ing Re-organization 
Foreshadowing the termination of | 
the dispute between Dr, 8, McGibbon 
and the Hospital Board, and conces- 
sions made by that body in response 
to the objections lodged by the doc- 
tor, in connection with staff re-organ- | 
ization, a statement has been Issued | 
by D. K. Knott, chairman of the | 
Hospital Board, on behalf of that or- 
ganization | 
In this he draws attention to the |} 
organizing of the medical staff of the 
hospital, saying that it was done some 
years ago at the request of the board 
and at the time practically all the 
doctors of the city were included 
Rules and regulations of the American 
College of Surgeons were adopted, and 
for a while it was endeavored to hold 
monthly staff meeting This was 
found to be difficult, and as the staffs 
of the other hospitals in the city had 
also organized in the meantime, the 
experiment was tried of holding a 
periodical staff meeting to be attended 
by all the doctors having patients at 
the different hospitals, Thig did not 
succeed, some doctors attended while 
others did not. and the medical men 
also drifted into groups, attending the 
meetings at the hospitals where the 
majority of their own patients were 
belng cared for 
Constitution Sought 
Finally the hospital board consider 
ed that some re-organization should 
take place, and early in the present 
year the medical staff besought the 
executive committee of the Board to 
draw up a proper constitution to 
cover its subsequent operations in the 
hospital 


This was done, says Mr, Knott, after 
regulations in force in other cities 
had been studied, and the proposed 


plan had been passed by the execu- 
tive committee and the full board, 
The plan called for a division of the 
staff Into “attending” and “associate” 
membership, the latter being included 
in erder to provide for busy doctors 
doing the majority of their work else 
where and wishing to retain member- 
ship on the Royal Alexandra staff 
without compulsory attendance at 
meetings. The chairman emphasizes 
the fact that no reflection was made 
ability 


or intended upon their or 
ethical standing Those who have 
been carrying out the larger portion 


of their work at the Royal Alexandra 
Hospital or had shown their interest 
by attending staff meetings were plac- 
ed on the “attending” staff 
Definite Obligations 

This having been done, says Mr 
Knott, these doctors assumed definite 
obligations of compulsory attendance 
at meetings, also that of looking after 
charity patients and giving clinical 
instructions to the internes, in return 
for which patients entering hospital 
were turned over to them for treat- 
ment 

For the sake of convenience the 
work was divided into compartments, 
each to have an elected chicf of ser- 
vice who would act for a limited time,

ber 13, completing a three hundred 
mile journey, taking 21 days from Fort 
Nelson by dog team 


Some idea of the hardships they en- 
dured may be gathered from the fact 
that there is very litle habitation be- 
tween Fort Nelson and Fort St, Jobim, 
a distance of three hundred miles, 
and they exhausted their supply of 
food three days before they arrived a6 
Fort St. John, The absence of snow 
for a considerable part of the journey 
necessitated thetr carrying some of 
their load on their backs to relieve the 
dogs. Constable Clark, by the time 
he had reached Fort St, John, had 
worn out five pairs of mocassins, 

That Fort Nelson ts an isolated spot 
may be realized by the fact that, al- 
though Villencuve is 19 years of age, 
he had never seen a motor car or 
eaten an apple until he arrived here, 
They are on their way to Vancouver

Constable Greenway, of Rolla, alsa 
had a very hazardous trip when he 
was compelled to make a sixty-mile 
patrol to bring a new settler who had 
recently filed on land outside the 
block in B.C., and who was sick and

Constable Devlin, of the Fort St,
